More Than Economics 
It was no secret last Nov 3 that the outcome of 
the election changed a great many attitudes. Some of 
these were in business,« Which had to appraise the po­ 
litical climate after Mr. Truman’s election. 
Some 
were in agriculture, some in organised labor, and some 
were In foreign countries. It was a certainty that a 
modified version of the original new deal would be 
adopted would have a major impact on public affairs. 
More than three months have pessed. 
In that 
short time a great many things have changed. The 
principal change has been from the psychology of 
doubt which follows the first signs that a boom can’t 
last forever. This is ex plained by most economists 
and all politicians as an economic phenomenon. 
It seems to have been forgotten that there was a 
national election whose outcome ordained a revival 
of new dfel plans for making over the country to suit 
the new stealers. It seems to have been forgotten that 
in the few days after that election there was a nation­ 
wide reappraisal of prospects. 
But this could not 
have l$pi>ened without ultimate effect on economic 
circumstances. 
That ultimate effect is beginning to assert itself. 
More than economics is behind it. Or rather, there 
is more behind the economics than statistics ahd tutes. 
There also is the result of the national election of 1348 
—the mandate claimed by Mr. Truman to make over 
America |o suit the new dealers. 
There apparently 
are a great many millions of Americans who don’t 
relish 
prospect any more in 1949 than they rel­ 
ished it to 1939, J ust before World War II sparked the

Such treatment has resulted in 
improvement in about one-third of 
the patients. If there is a more se­ 
vere type of anx iety, treatment by 
a specialist in these disorders is re­ 
quired. 
The most important part of the 
treatment is for the patient to un­ 
derstand that pte symptoms come 
from fear, anx iety, and nervous 
tension. 
Even in heart disorders in which 
the heart is actually damaged, pa­ 
tients may have certain nervous 
disturbances which result in short­ 
ness of breath and rapid heart beat, 
even though the heart is properly 
keeping up the circulation. 
May Feel Inferior 
Patients with these heart disturb­ 
ances may feel Inferior and resent 
their inability to do as much as 
those with a normal heart, and thus 
they may develop psychologic up­ 
sets. On the other hand, strict limi­ 
tation of his activities may lead a 
patient into an unnecessary state 
of chronic invalidism. 
Thus, It is important for patients 
■with heart disease to understand 
the ex act nature of their condition 
and not to become resentful or de­ 
velop a* feeling of Inferiority, all of 
which can only add to thetr prob­ 
lems.
